DODGING IS COWARDICE. 


At its meeting next Saturday the State 
Committee should fix the date for the 
State Convention that will elect dele- 
gates to the Democratic National Con- 
vention, and should instruct the chairman 
to issue the call. The suggestion that at 
Saturday’s meeting ‘‘nothing should be 
said about the State Convention“ is not 
in the interest of harmony but of dodg- 
ing which would make Missouri Demo- 
erats ridiculous. 

The main purpose of calling the meet- 
ing at this dime was to fix the date and 
select the place for the State Conven- 
tion. There is no occasion for any fric- 
tion over this, and there will be no fric- 
tion unless it is forced by the faction 
which for months past has been disturb- 
ing the peace of the party.

Perhaps it might be well at the same 
time to fix the date and select the place 
for the State Convention which is to 
nominate State officers. This date must 
be subsequent to the meeting of the Dem- 
ocratic National Convention. But the 
fixing of this date may properly be post- 
poned if there is a desire for another 
meeting of the State Committee in the

FRAUDULENT LAND GRANTS. 


President Cleveland’s special message 
to Congress urging that legislation be 
enacted granting the Government time 
in which to take action in anrulling un- 
jawful or unauthorized grants of public 
land is Democratic and should be acted, 
upon without delay. The law passed in 
1891 limiting action on such grants to 
five years was agalnbt public policy and 
directly in the interest of fraud, If al- 
lowed to stand, millions of acres of land 
that ought to be open to settlement 
‘would be turned over irrevocably jo cor- 
porations and land grabbers. 

The position taken by President Cleve- 
land that time does not bar the sover- 
eign power from exerciging a right or 
undoing a Wrong committed by its agents 
is the only tenaple view, and has been 
upheld by all the great authorities in 
jurisprudence. 

It is also true, as Mr. Cleveland says, 
that the time has gone by when it was 
desirable to construe public land grants 
with a degree of liberality towards the 
grantees. This position has been greed- 
ily taken advantage of under successive 
Republican administrations until prao- 
tically the entire public domain has been 
wrested from the people. ˖

CUTTING DOWN HIGH SCHOOL PUPILS, 


A. correbpondent who complains that 
the grade of admission to the High School 
has been made so high that it will cut 
off all but a very few pupils from the 
right to enter, asks What ails the School 
Board?” and urges the Post-Dispatch to 
take that body in hand. 

The Post-Dispatch has had the School 
Board in hand for some time past, but 
finds it a most difficult body to handle, 
There can be no question of the object 
of the stiffening of the grade of admis- 
sion to the High School. The purpose is 
to render it possible to limit the attend- 
ance at the High School without expos- 
ing the real reason of the limitation. 
The reason is the same as that existing 
in the Normal School and in the grammar 
schools—lack of accommodations. 

Only one High School. building, ob- 
tained after innumerable delays and 
scandals, must supply the higher advan- 
tages of education to the great popula- 
tion of the city seattered over an enor- 
mous territory. It is wholly inadequate 
for the work, and so the school directors 
try to hide its inadequacy and their 
fallure to supply proper accommodations 
by fixing conditions of admission which 
will cut out hundreds of pupils. 

The money which would build and 
maintain a branch High School is needed 
to pay,for the fat jobs enjoyed by the 
friends and relatives of the directors. 


THE CUBAN CRISIS. 


The recall of Gen. Campos and the ap- 
pointment of Gen. Weyler to be his suc- 
cessor makes it evident that Spain rec- 
ognizes the desperate situation of affairs 
in Cuba and proposes to take desperate 
measures. 

It is hardly possible to doubt the re-

change of methods, aud that the humane 
policy of Campos will be succeeded by 
a policy of blood and cruelty. Gen. 
Campos clearly intimates as much in his 
reference to the cause of the opposition 
to his course on the part of the Spaniards 
in Cuba. He openly charges them with 
an attempt to force him into measures 
of extreme cruelty. What Campos re- 
fused to do Weyler is appointed to do and 
he may be expected to carry out his in- 
structions. 

The reign of terror which was an- 
nounced from Madrid some months ago 
may be anticipated with the landing of 
Gen. Weyler in Cuba. In view of his pur- 
pose the United States would be justified 
in recognizing the belligerency of the 
Cuban insurgents and taking steps to 
protect American interests in Cuba. The 
insurrection has reached a point where 
the rights of war should be accorded 
the insurgent army and full protection 
guaranteed to non-combatants and for- 
eigners. 

It is to be hoped that the report of the 
President's intention to issue a proclama- 
tion recognizing the insurgents as bel- 
ligerents is true. The time for it has 


arrived. 


THE FEE SYSTEM. 

The bill to abolish the fee system in 
the United States Courts and.to com- 
pensate all officials who now depend 
upon fees with fixed salaries embodies 
a most desirable reform. 

The fee system has proved to be vicious 
in every department in which it has been 
tried. In the courts it tends to work in- 
justice by. tempting officials to regard 
duty as secondary to the collection of 
fees. In purely political offices its tend- 
ency is to encourage corruption through 
the nurture of spoils greed. Rich fee 
offices are invariably the temptation to 
and the producers of spoils ¢orruption. 

So manifest have been the vicious in- 
fluence and the injustice of the fee sys- 
tem that despite the most strenuous op- 
position of the spoils element it has 
gradually been reduced if not wholly 
abolished in State offices. Remnants of 
it still remain, but the system in its en- 
tirety is doomed. 

It is particularly obnoxious in the 
courts and the Federal Government 
should set an example to the States by 
rooting it out.of the Federal courts.
